LONDON, Feb. 4.—The War office is still 
gilent as regards General Buller and the op- 
erations on the Tugela River, but there is 
every reason to believe he is continuing his 


movement upon Ladysmith. Those who are 


in a position to know confirm his reported re- 
crossing of the Tugela River and believe he 
was engaged yesterday. The message from 
Ladysmith Thursday, saying the Boer forces 
were leaving again and that the besieging 
force was considerably diminished tends to 
confirm this. | 

The belief that General Buller is prepar- 
ing, if not actually now engaged in, another 
attempt is further confirmed by a dispatch 
received late last night dated at Spedrman' s 
Camp Friday night, saying: 

The Boers fire occasionally at the ene

Expect a Frontal Attack. - 

“A frontal attack would, as usual, be 
costly, but unless the General is prepar 
for a heavy loss he has little chance 

through the Boer defenses. 

“The right plan would be that adopted 
by General Sherman when he pushed back 
Johnston from Chattanooga to Atlanta. 
Sherman intrenched along Johnston's front 
and then extended his line to one of thé 
flanks. By the time Sherman was ready to 
move a force around behind his intrenched 
line to attack Johnston in the flank and 
threaten his retreat, the confederate Gen- 
eral usually withdrew. Such tactics are 
practicable only with a force numerically 
superior. 

W'o do not know the strength of the Boers 
in Natal, Winston Churchill estimates them 
at only 19,000, of whom 7,000 are observing 
Ladysmith. This would give Buller 25,000 
against 12,000, and should render possible 
something like Sherman’s maneuvers. But 
there is reason to believe that Buller’s own 
estimate of the Boer force is much higher. 


Tord Roberts in No Hurry. 
“Lord Roberts will certainly not hurry 
his move from the Cape. He will first com- 
plete the assembling of his forces, which 
will not all have arrived for another three 
weeks. Then he will have transport prop- 
erly’ organized and in working order before 
he will start. After that he will probably 
make a rapid move, but no outcry will induce 
him to start until he considers all is ready.

Though loath to obtrude further personal 


matters on the public, so much misunder- | 


standing has apparently existed about my 
correspondence with the Transvaal govern- 
ment prior to my escape that I venture an 
explanation. 

During the attack on the armored train I 
confined myself to directing the clearance 
of the line, although I did not consider the 
legal aspect then, The fact remains that I 
neither fired a shot nor was I armed when 
captured. 

The Transvaal government, having plenty 
of prisoners to feed and guard, after inquiry 
released all the civilian railway servants 
taken on the train, including even the plate- 
layers, whose professed business was to 
clear the line of obstruction, but resolved 
to. hold me as a military prisoner because 
of the gushing accounts of the Natal news- 


papers. 

I therefore claimed inclusion in the civilian 
category, contending that my action differed, 
perhaps, a degree, but not in the nature of 
the other civilians employed on the military 
train. 

I did not, however, expect much satisfac- 
tion. from the government, and therefore 
concurrently with my application began 
plans for my escape. 

I am now informed that my release was 
ordered by General Joubert. It is impossible 
to test the truth of this statement, but I find 
difficulty in accepting it in the face of the 
following facts: 

First, although my application had bien 
forwarded nearly a month, no notice of any 


kind was taken of it, not even an acknowl- | 


edgement of its receipt. 

-Becondly, the Secretary of War and also 
the private secretary of General Joubert 
toid me right before my escape, and before 
the alleged order for niy release, that there 
was no chance of my application being 
granted. This finally decided me to make 
the attempt. 

Thirdly, the extraordinary efforts which 
were made at considerable expense to recap- 
ture me have inclined me to suspect that thé 
Boers detest being beaten even in the small- . 
est things, and always fight to win, be it 
à battle or wrangle on principle.

Expectations of the Lawyers. 


The failure of the jury to agree before 11 
o'clock was variously construed, the attor- 
neys for the prosecution being of the opinion 
then a disagreement was likely. The lawyers 
for the defense took a more hopeful view, be- 
lieving that the longer the jury remained 
in deliberation the better chance their client 
had of an acquittal. In a large measure the 
hopefulness of the defense was based onthe 


number of which were most favorable for the 
defense. 

The numerous interpretations of the law 
relating to libel, which appeared in the 
court’s instructions, had among them one 
which was to the effect that the alleged libel- 
ous article which appeared in the Inter. 
Ocean on Oct. 15, 1899, over the signatures 
of five representative labor men, had not 
charged. H. H. Kohlsaat, editor of the 
Times-Herald, with legal embezzlement and 
therefore was not a criminal libel. 

In view of the fact that the defense had 
openly admitted during the trial that it had 
not proved Mr. Kohlsaat guilty of embezzie- 
ment from a legal standpoint, the prosecu- 
tion felt that it had practically won its tase 
until it heard the court’s instruction. A 
previous ruling of the court frefusing the 
motion of the State to strike out the evidence 
introduced by the defense justifying the ac- 
tion of the editor of the Inter Ocean, also 
led the State to believe that the jury would 
be compelled to find Mr. Hinman guilty. 

When the jurors left their verdict in the 
hands of the clerk, George W. Hinman 
was waiting at his office in the Inter Ocean 
Building to be notified in case his presence 
was required in court. State's Attorney 
Deneen was down in the Thirtieth Ward 
attending a political meeting, while Atter- 
neys Wing and Knight were waiting for 


at home. 


Overrules State’s Motions. 


At the opening of the morning session 
Judge Stein passed on the motions of the 
State to strike out all the evidence offered 
by the defense in justification of the pub- 
lication of the alleged libelous article in the 
Inter Ocean and to instruct the jury to 
return a verdict of guilty. Both motions 
were overruled, and the attorneys for the 
defense took no pains to conceal their satis- 


motion: 

“If this article charged what the law re- 
gards as embezzlement, the court would not 
hesitate to withdraw all such evidence 
tending to prove the charge of embezzle- 
ment, because in the opinion of the court 
there is no such proof. But the question is 
whether there is such a charge of embez- 
ziement. A defaulter is a man who does 
not keep his promises. The term, of course, 
may have another and different shade of 
meaning, but the court cannot say that 
calling a man a defaulter is calling him an 
embezzler. 

“In the next sentence the article sets out 
the facts, if they be facts, on which the 
charge is based. Certainly no one would 
say that thero is a legal embezzlement or 
any act that would mean an embezzlement, . 


the people that in the next clause is suf- 
ficiently set forth the meaning constituting, 
the charge of embezzloment.” 4 


Use of Words. 

The use of the phrase, “ false pretenses,” 
the court said, might justify under certain 
conditions the assertion of the prosecution 
that the words set out the cause of embezzle- 
ment. The court added that his reading of 


statements in the charge had been proven 
true there could have been no conviction of 
Mr. Kohisaat for embezzlement. The lan- 
guage of the article did not go far endugh, 
Judge Stein said, for the word embezzle- 
ment had not been used in its legal sense. 

“If the common sense view of the matter 
be taken,“ said the court, a person need not 
be a lawyer to see from the article that the 
prosecuting witness was not spoken of as 
guilty of embezzlement in the legal meaning 
of the word.“ 

Attorney Knight then renewed the motion 
of the defense to take the case away from 
the jury, arguing that since the court had 
held that no criminal! act had been charged 
in the article there could be no conviction 
for criminal Mbel. The court refused to 
grant the motion, having passed on the same 
instruction the day before. This brought 
— the arguments of the 

1 court wing two hours to 
each side in which to present their views. 


Attorney Barnes Opens. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes opened 
for the prosecution, hearly an hour 
and a half, and reviewing the evidence in 
detail. He declared that much of the evi- 
dence had been excluded, which, in his opin- 
ion, ought to have been presented to the 
jury, while much had been admitted which 
should not have been allowed. The case 
was one involving many fine points on 
which learned Judges easily might disagree, 
and the jury should have been permitted 
to make the fullest inquiry into the facts. 
Mr. Barnes claimed that the State haa 
proved conclusively that the article in the 
Inter Ocean was malicious and defamatory, 
and that the charge of the defense that H. 
H. Kohlsaat was an enemy of organized 
labor was false.

He con- 
tended that there was but one Interpreta- 
tion to be placed on the language, and that 
was the interpretation of the prosecuting 
witnbes, who he had been criminally 
libeled. 

At the close of Mr. Deneen’s address 
the court presented to the jury the instruc- 
tions which had been submitted by counsel. 
Thirteen of the instructions prepared by the 
State were accepted, while twenty-one of 
those prepared by the defense were read, 
the court adding one of his own in, con- 
clusion. The jury retired at 4:45 p. m. 

The prosecution relied principally on the 
allégations contained in an article pub- 
lished in the Inter Ocean on Oct. 15 which 
referred to Mr. Kohlsaat as an embeszler 
and a defaulter.

LOCKOUT ON TUESDAY. 


Will Give All Their 3,500 014 En- 
‘ployes, Who Have Been Idle for 
Thirteen Weeks, a Chance to Re- 
turn to Work—Believe Majority Will 
Respond, but Union Leaders Say 


Otherwise—Scope of the Offer of the 
Employers. 


he do of the piano factories of Chi- 
be whieh have been closed since the com- 
mencement of the pianomakers’ strike on 
Nov. 4, 1899, will be thrown open on Tuesday 
s a. m., and the manufacturers will give 
the 8.500 men who have been without em- 
ployment for thirteen weeks a chance to 
return to work. It is believed the majority 
of the men will grasp the opportunity, al- 
though the officers of the Pianomakers 
union declare the strike is still in progress 
and none of the members of the union will 
return to work. 
The decision of the manufacturers was 
weached yesterday afternoon. For the last 
week they have been holding meetings, and 
the decision to. break the lockout was 
seached only after all phases of the situation 
had been discussed. 
Plans of Manufacturers. 
Letters will be sent by the manufacturers 
to all their old employés tomorrow informing 
them that they are at liberty to return to 
work on Tuesday. All the men who apply 
will be givén work regardless of any part 
they may have had in the strike. When the 
‘men have returned to the factories shop 
meetings will be held and the question of 
wages and conditions adjusted. The manu- 
facturers will maintain their right to con- 
@uct their own business as they see fit. 
Wor a brief time after the factories have 
“been opened no attempt will be made to run 
for the full working day. The trade of the 
manufacturers has suffered during the labor 
trouble, and before it has been reéstablished 
there will net be work enough to keep all 
the men busy more than six to eight hours 
@ day. 
No trouble is expected by the manufactur- 
ers in reopening their plants, although the 
pickets of the Pian rs’ ‘union still sur- 
round all the factories. Ample protection 
is promised by the police to all the men who

Victor Falkenau, President of the Falkenau 
Censtruction company, has issued a state- 
ment showing the position of the general 
Contractors in the present situation.

Cases in Point. | 
The mbers limit a day’s work to the 
setting of one fixture. At the Stock Ex- 
change Building they averaged three basins 
a day. 
“The plasterers have a so-called trial 
board called the Standing committee, who 
take on themselves the authority of arbi- 
trarily calling out any or all men from the 
shops of an employer withouf assigning any 
reason for their action orAubmitting any 
proofs, merely stating that y have a sus- 
picion that such a man or men are em- 
ployed at less than regular wages. Further- 
more, they endeavor to increase the cost of 
a building by insisting that all corners and 
round angles must be run with molds, re- 
gardless of what the owner or architect may 
require. This wastes an unnecessary 
amount of time, and in fireproof factories 
largely increases the cost. 
“The carpenters demand an increase of 
7% cents an hour, or 50 cents. To us this 
does not seem exorbitant for a first-class 
mechanic, who owns a kit of tools worth 
from $40 to $50, and who is able to do any 
kind of hardwood trimming, but for the man 
who merely earries a saw and a hammer 
and has enough emchanical skill to lay a 
floor, 35 to 40 cents an hour would seem am- 
ple wages. 
For the Bricklayers’ union it must be 
said that their men have always given us 
an honest day’s work, and that for eleven 
years their union faithfully abided by the 
working rules which were laid down by the 
joint Arbitration committee of employers 
and employés. 


As to Arbitration. 

“As to the plans for arbitration in gen- 
eral, the employers and employés of each 
trade should be organized. The former 
should have an agreement with their em- 
ployés and maintain an arbitration board 
with them, where all difficulties arising in 
that trade can be properly adjusted. But 
in addition thereto there should be a high- 
er court or arbitration board, which should | 
be known as the General Arbitration board, 
for the settlement of all disputes whether 
between employers and employés, or between 
employés of different organizations. Incase 
of difficulty arising in any one branch, the 
question should be submited to this higher 
arbitration board, which should consist of 
two members taken from the Employers’ 
Board of Arbitration and two representing 
the employés, but in no case shou} the 
arbitrators represent the trade ere the 
dificnity is occurring.“

PIONEER OF ILLINOIS DIES AT 
Kansas crrr. 


One of the First to Build Up Springfield 
and Once Owner of Property in the 
Heart of Chicago—Was Early Asso- 
ciate of Abraham Lincoln—When 
Nearly 90 Resumes Practice of Law, 
for Which He Was Always Am- 


. bitious, 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 3.—[Special.]— 
Thomas Lewis, President of the Old Men’s 
association of this city and once a legal as- 
sociate of Lincoln, died early this morning 
at 3837 Troost avenue. He was 92 years old. 
Not long ago he fell down a stairway at his 
home, and, though he escaped with no 
broken bones, the shock was too great tor 
him to survive. 

Two years ago, at the age of 90, Mr. Lewis 
resumed the practice of law. He had been 
educated for the law in his youth, but owing 
to an impediment ofwpeecn)had not recently 
practiced his profession. Instead he entered 
upon a mercantile career. 

At the age of 35 his affliction left him, and 
from that date the ambition to return to the 
career of a practicing attorney grew. His 
business, however, was so prosperous,that 
until his retirement from its active man- 
agement at the age of 90 he was never able 
to satisfy his life ambition to be an attorney 
at the bar. 

Undeterred by age, he opened an office in 
the Temple Block here and tried a number 
of cases of varying degrees of importance 
before the local courts. It was not untila 
fall a few months ago compelled him to re- 
main at home that he gave up his law 
practice and his office. . 

Before coming to Kansas City eight years 
ago Mr. Lewis lived in Springfield, III., where 

hé had engaged in business since 1840. He 
was an intimate friend of Abraham Lincoln, 
whom he greatly admired. 

Mr. Lewis was born at Basking Ridge, N. 
J., July 9, 1808. His father was a farmer. 

Three children survive him. They are Mrs. 
Adeline Ayers of this city, Albert Lewis, a 
grain dealer of Cairo, III., and William T. 
Lewis, a farmer of America City, Kas. 


7 Began at Shoemaking. 

At the age of 16 he started out in life as a 
shoemaker in Basking Ridge, and after serv- 
ing his apprenticeship he entered the shoe 
department of the store of his brother, 
Joseph Lewis. In 1819 his uncle, Dr. Jacob 
Lewis, who had led a colony from New 
Jersey to Illinois, persuaded him to go West, 
but business prevented him from starting 
until 1836, His first trip was for the purpose 
of finding the best place to settle. He went 


Louis, from there to Chicago, through IIII- 
ois, and then home. When he passed 
hrough St. Louis it had a population of 

6,000 and Chicago 4,000. Ina book of his life, 

which he published a few years ago, he 

states that Chicago was a “ dismal, cold, 
muddy town,“ which did not impress him 

fa vorablvx. 
In 1887 Mr. Lewis returned to Illinois with 

his wife, settling at Springfield. There was 

practically no town there then; only a few 


houses. Mr. Lewis opened a shoe store there 


and for years was the only shoe dealer in 
town. It was in Springfield that he became 
intimately acquainted with Abraham Lin- 
coln, then a young lawyer, and Stephen A. 
Douglas, Lincoln's opponent. 

In 1896 Mr. Lewis published a history of his 
life. It treats of his career, politics, and 
history. In the book Mr. Lewis says: “I 
cast my first Presidential vote for Andrew 
Jackson, and have never voted for Presi- 
dential Electors or Congressmen except 
those on the Democratic ticket. I voted 


and for Uncle Peter Cartwright, the old 
Methodist preacher, for Congress. 

For any office beneath that I have voted 
upon the Jackson qualifications. When an 
applicant was proposed to-General Jackson 
his first inquiry was, ‘Is he honest? Is he 
capable?’ If he lacked either qualification 
he could not be appointed. 

When Abraham Lincoln was a candidate 
on the Republican ticket for the State Legis- 
lature there was a candidate on the Demo- 
cratic: of an immoral character, hence I 
voted for Lincoln.“ 

Mr. Lewis’ remains. will be taken to 
Springfield, III., for burial.

NEW FRANCHISES GIVEN AWAY. 


Enormous Proffts Reaped by New York 
Promoters—Financial Details of the 
Transaction Brought Out Despite 
Corporation Opposition—Apparent- 

‘Ly Hasty and Careless Action Taken 
by Council Results in“ Increment ” 
to Beneficiaries of $40,000,000.

St. Louts, Mo., Feb. 2.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.J—One of the most masterly 
strokes of street railway financiering ever 
accomplished, at least outside of New York 
City, was carried out last year in St. Louis 
under the management of Brown Brothers of 
New York. It involved the consolidation of 
four-fifths of the street railway mileage of 
the city and suburbs, under new franchises 
granted during the last two years and de- 
scribed a few days ago in THe TRIBUNE, the 
chief features of which were their duration 
for from forty to fifty years and the reserva- 
tion, not of a maximum, but ofa fixed fare 
of five cents. eo : 

That such franchises could be granted to- 
day certainly will appear strange to the Chi- 
cagoan, whom recent experience has made 
alert and thoughtful on this subject, and he 
will’ be surprised to learn that their terms 


elicited only indifferént attention from the } 


city officially, provoked no capable resist- 
ance by the Mayor or a minority in the 
Municipal Assembly, and encountered prac- 
tically no opposition from the public. The 
lack even of intelligent dealing with the 
matter at the City Hall or of appreciation 
of its importance ls indicated by the fact 
that the street railway ordinances of the 
city never have been compiled and published. 


They form the natural and indispensable text | 


book for any careful consideration of the 
subject. Let aside from perhaps a single 
collection possessed by a street railway at- 
torney there is but one accessible set of 
these ordinances in existence—namely: a 
scrap book collection at the City Register’s 
office. Whether this fact is due to the thread- 
bare and convenient excuse of no money.“ 
or to vulgar dullness, or to direct corporate 
influence, it is certainly in accord with the 
presumptive preferences of the street rail- 
way companies. Indeed, such companies 
often publish such compilations on their own 
part, but only in limited editions, copies of 
which are denied to outsiders at any price. 
For example, one of New York com- 
panies recently publis a compilation of 
State legislation affecting New York street 
railways, butits attorneys immediately gave 
notice that no copies were to be accord 
to outsiders on any terms. 


Adopted with Little Consideration. 

The entire lack of deliberate procedure 
on tite part of the municipal authorities 
would charge their action with gross neg- 
lect and incompetence, if did not imply 
a still more serious fault. No careful in- 
vestigation was made into this complex 
_and important subject—for rapid transit is 
the most momentous subject now facing 
American municipalities. No public offi- 
cial had any worthy grasp of its local his- 
tory or significance. The only public docu- 
ment on the subject was the brief one is- 


sued by the State Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics in 1897, which partook of the character 
of a stump speech rather than of that of 
a usable statement. No other report or 
recommendations were prepared. More- 
over, the new ordinances of the last two 
years, like their predecessors, though often 
intrieste in their legal bearings and some- 
times carrying unsuspected weight in ap- 
parently innocent clauses, were all draft- 
ed, not by the Law department of the city 
but by the sagacious ‘attarneys of the cor- 
porations, with none effectually to challenge 
unless it were some rival corporation. Nor 
was there any worthy opposition made on 
the floor of the municipal assembly nor by 
the Mayor. The one veto of the latter in 
the case of these ordinances was accompa- 
nied by a message, which, on the kindest 
interpretation, betrayed an utter lack of 
appreciation of the scope and significance 
of the subject in band. That their adop- 
tion was due to something more discredit- 
able even than chronic inadvertence or im- 
prudence is the conclusion to which any in- 
quirer is forced. 

The apathy of the lic, however, was 
as marked as the delinquency of the city 
authorities. Aside from a creditable and 
pecullarly successful effort (due especially 
to the energy of single-taxers) during the 
last two years to secure the assessment of 
street railway franchises under the general 
tax laws of the State, street railway mat- 
tere were allowed to take their own course 
xcept for casual growls and harmless in- 
nuendoes. The people simply did nothing 
about it.“ and made no attempt to do any- 
thing. No public meeting was ever held, 

no pamphiet circulated, no resistance of- 
fered, no inquiry into the facts of the case 
had, no report pro or con compiled. No 
write-up or summary outside of ex-parte 
material in trade publications is anywhere 
to be found in library or private collection 
concerning street railway history in the 


city, the actual extent, of rights“ 


miready granted, the public interests at 
stake, the questions of general policy An- 
volved, or the comparative experience of 


~ ther cities. If there is any citizen in St. 


Louis who has mastered the local street 
railway situation from the standpoint of 
escertaining and safeguarding the public 
interests that person is not to be found by 
diligent inquiry. The companies themselves, 
therefore, have been the arbiters of their 
own fortunes, and have engineered their 
masterful plans with a skill limited only by 
the absence of any worthy challenge. : 

Indeed, the present brief account, taken 
in connection with the statement published 
a few days ago by THE TRIBUNE, is not only 
the first of its kind to be found, but was un- 
Gertaken in the face of an absolute refusal 
on the part of the officials of the present 
Consolidation.even to give the writer a sin- 
gle scrap of information, and in the face of 
& Warning that every local paper which had 
undertaken to write up the subject had 
“eaten its words.“ This attempt absolute- 
iy to withdraw from legitimate inquiry a 


subject so essentially public in its character 

as that of a street railway system illustrates 
the importance, as well as the difficulties, of 
securing’ publicity in such a case, and adds 
interest to the résumé below of the financial 
features—presumably the special object of 
such anxious silence—of that consolidation. 
This résumé is illuminating, not only in its 
details. respecting mileage, capitalization, 
and markbt ‘values, but also in the contrast 
which it sets forth between the value of the 
properties concerned before and after the 
consolidation was effected, and in its indica- 
tion of the value of the franchises which the 
city has bestowed gratis, but must hence- 
forth pay dividends upon. 

Method of Consolidation. 

In effecting this consolidation, Brown 
Bros. of Maw York, who carried through a 
similar enterprise last year in Baltimore, 
acted as general managers, They first” 
bought up or secured control of the stocks 

of the seven companies which were brought 

into the tombination, and also the franchise 


(at the alleged price of $1,000,000) of the 


Central Traction, now the United railways. 
company, which had legal authority to ac- 
quire all the other properties. The price 
paid aside from the $1,000,000 mentioned, was 
$21,285,250. The United railways company 
then issued $45,000,000 of stock ($20,000,000 
of this being preferred), and $45,000,000 of 
bonds, and a plan was worked out, and set 
forth in a prospectus issued last July, for 


the exchange at certain ratios of the orig- 


inal stocks of the constituent companies for 
these issues of the United railways compa-. 
ny. The constituent properties having thus 
passed to the latter company, this company, 
instead of operating the lines directly, re- 
sorted to the favorite financiering device of a 
leasing company, and, accordingly; teased 
the same, together with its own franchise, 
to the St. Louis Transit company, newly or- 
ganized for the purpose. This lease, pre- 
sumably, involved, according to the pros- 
pectus issued by Brown Bros., a guaranty 
by the latter company ot the interest upon 
all the bénds of the United railways com- 
pany of St. Louis and its constituent com- 
panies, and also 5 per cent, payable semi- 
annually, upon its preferred stock.“ As a 
further sidelight upon the complicated and 
blind arrangements of this plan, the pros- 
pectus contained the following confusing 
provision: The St. Louis Transit com- 
pany will exchange its s for the com- 
mon stock of the United rail s company 
of St. Louis, share for share, n payment 
to it by the stockholders of the United rail- 
ways company of $11 per share. All com- 
mon stock of the United railways company 
of St. Louis issued under this plan will be 
converted into common stock of the St. 
Louis Transit company, and the above men- 
tioned $11 will be payable upon each share 
of common. stock of the United railways 
company of St. Louis, to which each par- 
ticipant in the contribution of the shares 
sold to it will be entitled in the distribution.“ 
In brief, the plan provided for the ex- 
change of $23,000,000 of the new bonds, 811. 
565,000 of preferred stock, and $17,347,500 of 
the common stock of the United railways 
company for all the stocks of the constitu- 
ent companies, the par value of which was 
$13,479,500, while the price paid for consoli- 
dation was $21,285,250. Adding $1,000,000, 
the valuation at which the franchise of the 
United railways company is reported to have 
gone into the deal, the total price of the en- 
tire properties in the consolidation—subject 
to the outstanding bonds—would be 822.288. 
250. Those bonds, however, amounted at 
par to $13,980,100, and their market yalue 18 
approximately $15,280,906, so that the total 
value of the properties consolidated was at 
the time of consolidation $37,566,156. 


Present Value of Securitiés. 


If now we contrast with this figure the 
value today of the stocks and bonds of the 
United railways company, which is the 
present owner of these properties—subject, 
however, to the bonds mentioned—we find 
that though’ the stock and bonds of that 
company cannot strictly be said as yet to 
have a market value, since with slight ex- 
ceptions they do not appear to have been 
actually dealt in, they are nevertheless held 
at certain prices subject to an option on the 
‘part of the managers within a given date, 
and as such are the subject of offers and 
some transactions which approximately in- 
dicate their market value. On the basis, 
therefore, of these indications the securi- 
tles of that company exchanged for the 
stocks of the constituent companies are 
now worth $37,347,100, and adding to that 
figure the market value of the outstanding 
bonds against those companies the entire 


the new arrangements and capitalization is 
$52,628,006. Adding to this amount the mar- 
ket value of the stocks and bonds 6f the 
St. Louis and Suburban company, which is 
at present outside the consolidation, the 


in St. Louis and suburbs at the present time 
reaches the sum of $58,173,506. 

Of the issues dt the United railways com- 
pany there are, however, reserved $22,000,- 
000 of bonds (out of the total of $45,000,000 
authorized) to be used only for refunding 
purposes, “* betterments, improvements, and 
acquisitions,”” and $8,435,000 of preferred 
stock (out of the $20,000,000 issued) 
and $7,652,500 of common stock (out of the 
$25,000,000 issued), which sums are re- 
served for future requirements, expenses of 
consolidation, betterments, and ,improye- 
ments,“ and are to be under the absolute 
control of Brown Bros. as managers. In 
completing the deal they may have posses- 
sion of any or all of said new bonds and 
stocks and “ offer said bonds and stocks 
for sale.“ or use them to acquire by purchase 
or exchange on such terms as they may 
deem best outstanding securities of the con- 


| stituent companies, or of the St. Louis and 


Suburban railway company. Indeed, the 
managers are finally authorized to make 
“such alterations, changes, or modifications 
of the terms and conditions of the plan of 
purchase and the amount and character of 
securities to be allotted thereby as managers 
may from time to time deem advisable.” | 

In other words, the entire deal was really 
a blind pool, the outlines of which Brown 
Bros. set forth in the prospectus, but the 
intggcacies of which are beyond the accurate 
knowledge, if not the capacity, of the 
ordinary investor, while the plan itself is, by 
its own terms, left ultimately and absolute- 
ly in the hands of these managers, with 
power to modify its provisions as ey may 
see fit. ~ 


Large Profits Foreshadowed. 
The profits likely to accrue from this con- 


solidation, under the terms of the franchises

] described (all of which profits are to go into 


the pockets of promoters instead of into 
improved equipment or reduced fares), are 
foreshadowed by three facts: In the firs: 
place, there are indications of extensive cor- 
ruption in connection with the passage of 
the requisite local and State legislation. 
For example, the passage of the franchise ot 
the United Railways company, formerly the 
Central Traction company, which was before 
the city authorities for more than a year, is 
commonly reported to have cost $100,000, and 
the franchise is understood to have been reck- 
oned, as stated above, at $1,000,000 in the 
consolidation deal. The law passed by the 
last Legislature, which made the consolida- 
tion possible, and which was signed by Gov- 
ernor Stevens, to the great consternation of 
the public and in conspicuous contradiction 
to his aggressive anti-trust declarations, is 
alleged, and not without corroborative evi- 
dence, to have involved benefits, especially to 
one or two people, ranging far up into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. In other 
words, a high prospective value was placbd 
on these measures. all 

In the second place, a definite basis for that 
anticipation is furnished in a calculation 
made last July by the general manager of 
the consolidated lines and presented in the 
prospectus reférred to. An annual increase 
of 6 per cent in gross receipts of those lines 
was pronounced a conservative estimate, and 
it was shown that “ expenses will not in- 
crease so rapidly as earnings.“ In place, 
therefore, of $1,960,479, which was the net 
-ncome of the constituent companies for the 
year ending June 30, 1899, the general man- 
ager said, on the basis of his calculations: 1

In the third place, the enormous increment 
referred to in the apparent value of the se- 


solidation, as compared with that value de- 
fore consolidation, points to the anticipation 
by shrewd investors of unusual future prof- 
its. The details of this increment are shown 
in the tables, which constitute a general 
summary of the mileage and finances of the 
street railway companies of St. Louis and 
vicinity.

Fears and F ancies, Growth and 
Mental Powers at Va- 
rious Ages. 


BOYS NOT LIKE GIRLS,

ASHINGTON, D. . * F eb. 2.—A 
mine of surprising facts will be 
presented to the scientific world in 
a forthcoming report of the Bureau 
5 of Education, giving results of a 
unique study of no less than 15,000,000 of 
school children, here and abroad. | 
A study of fear in the youthful subjects 
was made by distributing hundreds of lists 
éontaining all manner of causes such as 
might excite that emotion. Parents, teach- 
ers, and other persons—even the little ones 
themselves—marked off such items as the 
latter really feared. After reducing all of 
the replies to a table it was found that the 
highest number feared thunder-storms, the 


next highest reptiles. Then follow, in or- 


der, according to the number fearing them: 
Strangers, darkness, fire, death, domestic 


animals, disease, wild animals, water, in- 


sects, ghosts. 
A comparison of an equal number of boys 
and girls showed that the girls feared 
1.765 things on the list and the boys 1,106. 
The girls exceeded the boys in the fear of 
everything except water, high places, and 
The ratio of girls to boys in the 


strangers. 
fear of rats and mice was 75.13, as might 


be expected. It was alsp ascertained that 


fear in boys increases from the 7th to the 


15th year and then declines, while in girls 
it increases more steadily from the 4th 
to the 18th year before diminishing. The 
fear of thunder and lightning, reptiles, rob- 
bers, and of m was found to in- 
crease with age. 
| dren’s Fear of Ghosts. 
Anothe novel inquiry enlarged upon the 
fear of ghosts in children. By questioning 
the Httle ones and tabulating their answers, 
it was discovered that the most frequent 
source of their knowledge of @hosts was in 
stories tld by other children. Stories‘read 
by them ranked second in frequency. Of all 
the other sources, servants had been the 
most active. Some had derived their first 
knowledge from pictures, a less number from 
games or from their own imaginations. The 
smallest number, less than 1 per cent, had 
first heard of ghosts from their parents. 

It was discovered that fear almost un- 
versally accompanied belief in such specters. 
Other reactive effects, in order of frequency, 
were fascination, fear of something else in 
addition to the ghost, lingering fear, absence 
of fear, fear of telling, enjoyment, and 
desire to run away. 

Almost a third of all the children examined 
had the conception that ghosts were white, 
an eighth that they were like the human 
figure, a ninth that.they were shadowy, an 
eleventh that they were like dead persons, 
a fourteenth that they had long arms or 
hands, and less than a nineteenth that they 
were like skeletons. Additional notions as 
to appearance, in order of frequency, were 
that spooks have sepulch voices, are 
without substance, luminous/ black, like 
animals, like fairies or spirits, and that they 
have lurid, hollow eyés. : 

The most popular belief as to the power o 
ghosts was that they chasé and catch chil- 
dren. Other notions, in the order of the 
number of believers, were that they glide 
swiftly, appear and disappear, do all sorts 
of mysterious things, foretell death, and 


gh \ Injure people. Of those questioned as to the 


time when ghosts appear, a majority be- 
lieved it to be in the dark, when one is alone. 
Stating the places where ghosts may be ex- 
pected, the highest number of opinions was 
in favor of graveyards. 

Traits of the Only Child.” 

A study of only children ose with- 
out a brother or sister—indicated that this 
class is below the average of health and 
vitality. Mental and physical defects of a 
grave nature were found much more com- 
mon among them than among children gen- 
erally. They were found to enter school 
later than other children, and to be less 
regular in attendance. Their success in 
school work was below the average. They 
did not appear to join readily in games with 
other children, but preferred quieter forms 
of amusement. A considerable number had 
imaginary companions. Their social rela- 
tions were generally characterized by fric-. 
tion. Precocity and selfishness were pre- 
dominant traits. Such defects seemed to 
result from the tendency of parents to spoil 
“only children,“ and from a tendency to 
sterility in the stock. 

A careful study. of the circumstances of 
birth and childhood of what were considered 
to be the fifty, greatest men of modern times 
disclosed the fact—interesting in compari- 


son—that the average great man was born 1 


in a family of six children, not including 
half-brothers or half-sisters. It was fig- 
ured from the data that the chances for 
greatness in a child are two to one in favor 
of the older half of the family. 


Effect of Season of Birth. 


That children tall for their age are gen- 
erally born in summer is another novel de- 
duction.. As far as boys alone are con- 
cerned, those who first see light during au- 
tumn and winter are not as tall as those born 
in Fring and summer. Those born in No- 
vember are the shortest; in July the tallest. 
Averages for girls show that those born in 
winter and spring have ! length of body 
than those born in summer and autumn. The 
tallest girls are born in August. 

That growth in children degenerates as we 
go lower in the social scale is shown by sta- 


tistics of 50,000 individuals. There is found. 


to be a difference of five inches in average 
statures between the best and worst nur- 
tured classes., In a separate study of boys 
alone, the same results were vividly shown. 
Beginning with public schoolboys with good 
home surroundings in the country and then 


_ falling into grades successively lower and 


_lower—through asylums, industrial schools, 
and the like—their mean statures show a 
constant degradation. 

In another investigation children were 

' Separated into two classes, the poor and the 


* well-to-do. Their livers were measured 


through their skins by an expert, who found 
that those of the rich were considerably 


larger than those of the poor. 
Powers of 
In experiments for testing the memory 
powers of an equal number of boys and 
’ girls at different ages in school and uni- 
Lersity classes they were all-read a simple 
story containing 324 words and 152 distinct 
The reading required three minutes, 
after which they immediately proceeded to 
Write what they could remember. The con- 
Clusions were that the growth of memory 
is more rapid in girls than in boys. It was 
aiso shown that one must reach his max- 
imum memory power at an early age, gen- 
erally near the beginning of the high school 
period. After that it declines. Great men 
have strong memories in the lines of their 
interests, although absent-minded, gener- 
ally speaking. 

Another unique plan of research was for 
the purpose of studying the characters of 
children through their doll habits, it being 
Considered that the educational value of 
Golis is great. A list of twenty-nine ques- 
tions was prepared and submitted to nearly 
A thousand children, boys and giris. The 
Various kinds of dolls played with ranked 
as follows in order of popularity: Wax, 
Paper, china, rag, bisque, rubber. 

Of many confessing that they had treated 
other things as dolls, the greatest number 
had so substituted cats, clothespins, pillows, 
bottles, sticks, and dogs. Nearly four- 
fifths had tried to feed dolls; nearly two- 
thirds. had thought them hungry; nearly

powers; almost the same number had 
ly thought them sick at times. 

It was discovered that of city school chil- 
dren below 6 years, 82 per cent of boys and 
98 per cent of girls have played with dolls; 
between 6 and 12 years, 76 per cent of boys

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NO. IL—LUCIUS B. OTIS. 


NE day in August, 1853,,when State 
street was hardly more than an alley, 

the brand new steamboat Garden 
City tied up at the foot of Dearborn 

2 street, and Judge Lucius B. Otis 
picked up his carpet bag and walked ashore. 
There was no one at the wharf to meet 
him, and Judge Otis, who had come from 
Ohio to spend a few days’ vacation with a 
Chicago relative who lived in the then sub- 
urbs near Twenty-second street and Mich- 
igan avenue, looked about for some one to 
carry him and his valise. Twenty-second 
street was then known as Ringgold. place, 
after a Mexican war hero who was still 


fresh in everybody's mind. 


man, who offered to let him ride out to Ring- 
gold place, with his valise, for 25 cents. 
Judge Otis sat on the seat with the driver. 
The expressman pointed out the magnificent 
three-story brick Sherman House and Potter 
Palmer's dry goods store, at 37 Lake street, 
also the wagons and the farmers looking at 
the store windows in Lake street, as  evi- 
dence that Chicago was booming. ’ 

vie as It Was Then. 

The streets were full of bricks and lumber. 
and one and two story buildings were going 
up all along Lake street. Out on the muddy 
prairie, near Van Buren street, the express- 
man proudly showed Judge Otis the board 
shed that the Filinois Central and Michigan 
Central railroads used as a depot. The 
tracks of these roads, which had just reached 
Chicago, could be seen far out on the prairie 
at Twentieth street. The expressman ‘also 
pointed out the Galena railroad tracks run- 
ning west across the prairie. The road at 
that time was built but fifty miles out. 

Judge Otis, who was accustomed to the 
Cities of Cleveland and Cincinnati, thought 
that Chicago was the most wonderful sight 
he ever had seen. Cincinnati then had 40,000 
inhabitants, and was almost twice as large as 
Chicago, but it was considered a conservative 
Eastern city, and not much building was 
going on there. 

The last day of Judge Otis’ vacation he 
bought a half section of land on the north 
| end of the Blue Island ridge, about where 

the suburb of Morgan Park stands now. He 
paid for it $15 an acre. It was pretty good 
land, and Judge Otis thought that it would 
turn out a good investment. He had had an 
argument, while on board the Garden City, 
with Judge Edmunds of New York about the 
future of Chicago, and had prophesied that 
it would some day have 250,000 inhabitants. 
Judge Edmunds held that 40,000 was as large 
as any town in the West would ever grow. 


Comes to Chicago to Live. 

Before Judge Otis returned to his judicial 
gircuit in northern Ohio he had made up his 
mind to come to icago as soon as his 
term expired and practice law. He kept his 
resolution, and in December, 1856, he and his 
wife and his older brother, James Otis, came 
to Chicago to live. Judge Otis brought along 
about $40,000 that he had saved from his 
salary and law practice in Ohio, and also 
some money that Eastern friends had in- 
trusted with him to loan out. Money was 
worth from 10 to 15 per cent in those days 
on the best security. Judge Otis opened a 
real estate office in Clark street, near Lake, 
and from the start found that he had no time 
for law practice. 

Almost the first venture that he made was 
to trade off his Blue Island ridge property 
im parcels of twenty and forty acres for 
down-town building sites in Chicago. His 
first trade was for a lot in State street, at 
about the middle of the present Palmer 
House site, State street property was at 
that time worth from $100 to $200 a front 
foot. The only buildings in that neighbor- 
hood were one and two story shops, and 
nobody but Judge Otis. apparently, thought 
the land ever would be worth much. 


‘Proves a Shrewd Purchase. 

This narrow strip in the present Palmer 
House site turned out to be a shrewd pur- 
chase. When Potter Palmer began to turn 
the retail business of the city toward State 
street, by buying and improving property 
there, the Otis strip doubled in value many 
times. Finally Mr. Palmer decided to build 
a big hotel on the ground, and found Judge 


Mr. Palmer giving in exchange for it the lot 
at the southwest corner of State and Van: 
Buren streets. This site, known as the 
Brown's Hotel property, is still owned by 
Judge Otis, and is looked on as one of his 
most valuable holdings. 

Down-town building sites along Washing- / 
ton street by this time had become worth 
between $240 and $300 a front foot. Judge 
Otis and several others “‘ clubbed together 
and bought the old Unitarian Church prop- 
erty, where the UnitedStates Express Builld- 
ing stands now. The land is now worth 
$4,000 a front foot. The express company 
bought the site just after the 71 fire at a 
comparatively enormous advance.

Another purchase was the site of the Wom- 
an's Temple, which he sold to Marshall Field 
in 1882, and the northwest corner at La Salle 
and Adams streets. 1 
Another Important Investment. 

Another of Judge Otis’ important transac- 
tions was the purchase of the 88-acre tract 
bounded by Kedzie avenue, Central Park 
boulevard, and Lexington and Fillmore 
avenues,’ in Cicero. Judge Otis took this 
property in 1872, partly in exchange for the 
northeast corner of La Salle and Adams 
street, the site of the Home Insurance 
Building. He retained a strip of 5144x78\ 
feet adjoining this building. Though the 
city’s growth was not as much toward the 
west as he had expected, in the end the 
Kedzie avenue tract brought good returns. 

In 1888 the Wisconsin Central railway 
tried to buy a right of way across the land. 
Judge Otis held out for a good price for it, 
and after being taken to the courts, a strip 
one-half mile long and 124% feet wide was 
condemned for the raſlroad's right of way. 
The Wisconsin Central paid $83,000 for it. 


unimproved, until 1890. He then subdivided 
the portion south of the railway into lots, 
which he sold as the Twelfth street division. 
The balance of the tract, sixty acres, was 
sold last June for $5,000 an acre. ; 

When he decided to come to Chicago to 
live, Judge took the advice of real es- 
tate agents, who told him Michigan avenue 
was to be the fashionable residence street 
of Chicago, and bought the lot at 1710 Mich- 
|igan avenue. There were only a few ex- 
pensive residences then in Michigan avenue. 
South of .Twelfth street it was practically 
an open country road. A stage ran as far 
south as Charles Follansbee's house, at 
Ringgold place. Judge Otis and his wife 
were compelled to pay twenty-five cents ex- 
tra to ride two blocks farther south, where 
some of their relatives lived. , 

The lot at 1710 Michigan avenue was so 
far out of the city that Judge Otis and his 
wife lived down-town, in Wabash avenue.

When 
Charles Edward Cheney, now Bishop of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church, but at that 
time rector of Christ Protestant Episcopal 
Church, was tried on doctrinal grounds and 
left the denomination, Judge Otis served 
as prosecuting attorney for Bishop White- 
house. This was the only legal practice he 
ever attended to after settling in Chicago, 
He was usually a delegate to the general 
conventions of the denomination. After 
Trinity Church was burned and the new 
Trinity was erected far out in Michigan ave- 
nue, Judge Otis became a member of Grace 
Church,-.which he still attends, and of 
which at various times he has been warden

would be lucky. It was a bad failure, and it 
looked for a time as if almost nothing would 
be realized. Judge Otis was made receiver 
and was require; to give a bond of $2,000,900, 
which was furnished by himself, his three 
brothers, and Henry and Albert Keep. It 
took seven years to settle the affairs of the 
bank, but Judge Otis, by careful. and 
judicious administration, was able to restore 
50 cents, instead of 10, on every dollar in- 
vested in it. 

Judge Otis was a banker in a small way 
before he settled in-Chicago. In connection 
with Sardis Birchard, an uncle of Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes, he started a private bank at 
Fremont. 

Mr. Hayes, afterward President, and Mor- 
rison B. Waite, afterwards Chief Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, practiced 
before Judge Otis during his term on the 
bench in Ohio. 

In Chicago real estate circles Judge Otis 
is still known as a man who bought and sel- 
dom sold. During the financial panic of 1857 
a great deal of valuable real estate came 
into his hands through loans that he had

‘Several St. Louis women are organiz- 
ing a play-goers’ club to be composed of 
“seal lovers of the drama who will make 
it their duty to go to the theater wher- 
ever a new play is produced and after- 
wards meet and seriously discuss the play.. 
Mrs. Edward Taussig, now a member 
of the Social Science club, says that the 
discussion and conclusion of the club would 
make “the criticism the united judgment 
of a large number of intelligent people.“ 
The promoters believe that the plays ap- 
proved by them will be well attended, while 
the cther would be acted before empty seats. 
Mrs. Taussig enthusiastically declares that 
it will bring about a change in the pres- 
ent state of the drama. Then we would 
have the real effect of the stage upon 
civilization, which in its power and influence 
for good is sécond only to that of the 

” 


It is likely that the plan will be car- 
ried through. It is a novel idea for a 
women's club and on that account is al- 
ready popular inasmuch as the members 
will all have to be first-nighters. But 
there are difficulties in the way of opera- 
tion. ‘Suppose the club attends the play 
on Monday, thinks over it a day, and meets 
on Wednesday. After reaching its deci. 
sion it will take a day to notify the people, 
who would not know until Thursday at the 
earliest whether or not they could attend 
the play. It is diffienlt to imagine the 
suspense of the people in the meantime 
and the suffering of the theatrical manager 
who might as well close his theater for 
three nights in a week. 

‘Seriously speaking, the women should 
know that their plan is chimerical. 
The newspaper reviews supply the same 
field not only more quickly but more in- 
telligently. The newspapers tell their 
readers what kind of a play “ Zaza,” “ That 
Girl from Maxim’s,” or The Degenerates ” 
1s. If the people wish to attend them 
they go with their eyes open. A woman's 
playgoing club might be of influence in 
one way. The members could make it un- 
fashionable to attend tmmoral plays by 
pledging themselves to refrain, but they 
should not.set the example by going them- 
sélyes to see the performance even as a 
test. They should accept the general ver- 
dict of the newspapers; for the notoriety 
of a play such as The Degenerates 
spreads and no one goes there ignorant 
of the kind of play he is to see.

WHY MEN FAIL IN BUSINESS |. 

The statistics of failures in the United 
States and Canada in 1899, compiled by a 
leading commercial agency, show that the 
total number of those who failed was 10,- 
948. Of these 10,234, or 93.4 per cent, 
had $5,000 capital or less and 585, or 4.9 
per cent, had a capital of over $5,000 and 
less than $20,000. Apparently the small- 
er the capital the greater the danger of 
bankruptcy. 

Of the 9,642 failures in the United States 
last year, 3,333, or 34.6 per cent, were due. 
exclusively to lack of capital. This is a 
larger percentage than in previous years. 


Apparently the unusual prosperity which 
| prevailed in 1899 tempted many to embark 


in business with insufficient means. But 
there were other firms and individuals with 
small capital that failed not for that rea- 
son but for other causes which, taken col- 
lectively, account for nearly one-third of 
all the failures. 

Incompetency ” was responsible for 
16.5 per cent of all the failures and in- 
experience for 6 per cent. This is a free 
country. No man with money or credit 
can be restrained from embarking in a 
business of which he knows nothing or 
which he is unfit to manage. Because of 
this excess of liberty lost last 
year at least $10,000,000. That was the 
difference—on the wrong side of the ledger 
between the assets and the liabilities of 
the incompetent and inexperienced men 
who came to grief during the year. 

Other causes of failure were “ outside 
speculation,” “unwise credits,” “neglect 
of business,” and “ extravagance.” These 
taken together cover 7.6 per cent of the 


year’s failures. But the loss to creditors 


from extravagance and neglect was not 
so great as that from speculation. The 
excess of liabilities over assets was $1,700.- 


000 in the one case and $3,200,000 in the 


other. There were engaged in business 
in the United States last year 1,125,873 in- 
dividuals, firms, and corporations. ‘The 
total number of failures due to speculation, 
extravagance, and neglect was 462. That 
total is a trifle over four-one-hundredths 
of 1 per cent of all the business concerns. 
That is not such a bad showing. 

It is pleasing to notice thet the total 
number and percentage’ of fraudulent 
failures was smaller last year than in 
any preceding year. There were 1,113 such 
failures in 1807, against 1,395 in 1506. 
But the liabilities exceeded the assets by 


$7,665,000, and creditors. who have suf- |

THE RACE NOT DEGENERATING. 
It is admitted that the average man 
of today lives nearly ten years longer than 
‘his grandfather did. But it is contend- 
ed by some men of science or of pseudo 


science that this gain is more than cbun- 


terbalanced by the degeneration of the 
race in general and of intellectual men 
in ‘particular. It is asserted that “we 
live too fast,” and “men are soon worn 
out or broken down "—that the conditions 
brought about by science and invention 
are blighting civilized society at the top, 
The truth of this contention is chal- 
lenged by William R. Thayer, editor of 
the Harvard Graduates Magazine, in an 
article in the current: number of the Forum, 
‘He applies the test of longevity. That is 
proper, for no elass of men in a ¢ommuni- 
ty lives to old age under permanently un- 
favorable conditions, and no conditions can 
be more unfavorable than those which 
cause decadence. So Mr. Thayer proceeds 
to ascertain the average length of life of 
each of several groups of representative 
men flourishing during the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The only living persons he includes 
are those whose years exceed the average 
age of the respective groups to which they

aimed their keenest criticisms” and who 
are generally believed to have a “ fatal ten

SCIENCE V8. THEOLOGY. 

Professor St. George Mivart, the prom- 
inent Roman Catholic scientist, has made 
himself persona non grata to that hierarchy 
on account of articles recently printed in 
English reviews. For a few years past 
Mivart has attracted much attention by the 
adroit manner in which he has made it 
appear that the dogmas of the church and 
the dogmas of science are in harmony, and 
that the church does not deny the right of 
private judgment or assume to repress 
scientific investigation. The champion of 
Catholic intellectual freedom, however, evi- 
dently has overstepped the bounds of his 
freedom by his audacious criticism of tra- 
ditional theology, as well as his openly 
avowed contempt for “ impertinent ecclesi- 
asties and the Roman Curia in general. 
The authorities have not been able to recon- 
cile his loyalty to the church with such ut- 
terances, and it will not be strange if he 
is soon summoned to Rome to give an ac- 
count of himself and his writings. The 
Tablet, which is the leading English organ 
of Catholiciam, says: “ There is no alterna- 
tive but to regard Professor Mivart as an 
outsider and an opponent of the Catholic 
faith.” i 

There is no more dangerous usiasm 
than that of science to a man trying at the 
same time to conform to matters of faith 
and to matters of actual knowledge. Ifa

GERMAN DIVORCE LAW. 

Up to Jan. 1 of this year each of the 
States composing the German empire had a 
divorce law which ‘was allitsown. These 
laws differed more or less, as was but nat- 
ural, some of the States being Protestant 
and others Catholic. Some were quite lax, 
There is now, however, one uniform di- 
vorce law for the entire empire, as there 
has been a uniform marriage law since 
1808. The latter has worked well. So will 
the former, most likely. 

The causes for divorce have been re- 


duced to adultery, bigamy, attempt by 


either husband or wife on the life of the 
other, maliciously willful desertion by either 
—this includes refusal of the husband to 
support his wife—and continued violation 
of the marriage vows, or faithless or im- 
moral behavior, so outrageous that the in- 
nocent party cannot suffer a continuance 
of the marriage. | 

It will be seen that in Germany, as in 
this country, desertion is a cause for di- 
vorce. But the jurists who framed the 
German law have hedged around this 
cause with provisions, owing to the lack 


of which here so many collusive divorces | 


are obtained on that ground. Husband and 
wife agree in the wish to sever the ties that 
unite them.

of ‘desertion a preliminary suit for the re- 
establishment of marital relations must be 
brought and prosecuted to a decision. If 
the court finds that the desertion was inex- 
cusable the deserter will be ordered to re- 
turn and behave him or her self. But if 
the defendant fails to do so, a suit for di- 
vorce cannot be begun until the defendant 
remains contumacious for a year: To get 
a collusive divorce on the ground of deser- 
tion will take too much time to accommo- 
date couples that are anxious to be made 
free from marriage ties. 

There is another barrier against the 
granting of divorces improperly in Ger- 
many. It is that there are for the whole 
empire only twenty-eight courts which 
have jurisdiction in such cases. All the 
Judges who sit in those courts are trained 
men, who do their work conscientiously and 
thoroughly. It is gly difficult to 
im on them. In this country there are 
innumerable courts and Judges. Some of 
the latter are excellent men, but there are 
others who administer with painful laxity 
the lax divorce laws of many American

A BATTLE IN THE CLOUDS. 
Still, I came back from the mountains of 
Northern Luzon with a new story. I had 
geen a fight that had taken place 4,000 feet 
above the level of the sea; a fight far up a 
gteep mountain side; our troops fighting an 
enemy concealed in a cloud; a company of 
volunteers scale the steep side of a mountain 
over 1,500 feet high, and then shoot the 
Tagal soldiers out of their intrenchments. 
I had seen the youngest and bravest of the 
Filipino Generals die while vainly trying to 
. 6 rally his men for one last effort to hold the 
Americans back; had seen the last ditch 
fight of the war—the fight that the pick and 
flower of the insurrecto army made in a 
frantic attempt to hold back the Americans 
until Aguinaldo made good his escape. 

It was a great fight that was fought awa 
up on the trail of lonely Tilad Pass on tha 
Saturday morning of Dec. 2.

A WOMAN OF TUNIS. 
Mlle. Oller, a Teacher, Gains Fame 
and Fortune as an Agriculturist— 
Natives Revere and Aid Her. 

FORMER school teacher may be 

justly considered as the most remark- 

able of French women colonists. She 

nas undertaken to cultivate a planta- 
tion in Tunis under extraordinary cir- 
cumstances. To realize the. difficulties of 
her enterprise one must remember that 
Tunis is a Mahommedan country, where 
Women are considered the servants of the 
stronger sex—beings to be despised and con- 
sidered beneath dogs and horses. This na- 
tive contempt for women is alone a great 
obstacle that bars the way of women colo- 
nisis. To make herself obeyed by the 
Tunisian race is a difficult task. 

However, Tunis has one great advantage. 
It is near France and one avoids the long 
journey. necessary to reach either Tonquin 
or Madagascar. Then, the climate of Tunis 
The colonist 
is in eagy reach of home news and feels less 
an exile from France. Moreover, the abun- 
dance of rain facilitates agriculture, and the 
picturesqueness of the country itself tempts 
the colonist to seek a home in Tunis. 

In the olf days Tunis was a great Roman 
colony and the people of the ancient empire 
succeeded in obtaining marvelous agricul- 
tural success. Indeed, the country is full of 
important works constructed by the sub- 
jects of the Caesars, particularly irrigation 
works. These enable the colonist of the 
nineteenth century to speedily enrich the 
earth by simply putting into use the con- 
structions of the ancient Romans. The col- 
mist of Tunis also has wonderful natural 
advantages for cattle raising. ‘ 


DANGER FROM NATIVES. 

Europeans lead isolated lives in ‘Tunis. 

The native population is scattered and al- 
Ways dangerous, as the people are religious 
fanatics. A Mussulman is never indifferent 
im religious matters. For him the Christian 
iS always an infidel, and consequently an 
memy to be destroyed if possible. The prob- 
lem of habitation Is also difficult to solve in 
unis. There are few buildings that can be 
used as houses—the colonist must take 
everything necessary—eyen the lumber to 
construct the house. The Arabs live in huts 
and devote themselves to contemplation. 

To become a proprietor in Tunis is exceed- 
ingly difficult. Indeed, this question of pro- 
prietorship of the land has been a serious 
aiMiculty in the Way of colonization. To

Mile, Oller has had no trouble in securing 
servitors, having six who have attached 
themselves to ber and who serve her with 
remarkable fidelity, and in spite of the in- 
security of the country she has never been 
molested. On the contrary she is loved and 
respected by all the rude Mogod mountain- 
eers for 1 around, and has recelved the 
title of ““ Woman Comparse "—woman with 
a headin recognition of her ¢cleyerness in 
managing her land and also for her knowl- 
edge of medicine. Ever since her arrival 
in Tunis Mile. Oller has devoted her spare 
time to visiting the sick, who in Eastern 
countries are always legion, and she has had 
the good fortune to alleviate much misery 
and in many cases to effect permanent 
cures, particularly of eye complaints, that 
are peculiar to the Arabs. Her medicine 
chest became famous, and cheicks from 
far and near spread her fame, The praise 
of *‘ Roumina,” as she Was called, was sup- 
plemented by a deep feeling of reverence 
for her, and she became a sort of an un- 
crowned Queen, with more subjects than 


country. 

When Mogods are friends they are of a 
substantial kind, and Mile. Oller soon had 
offers of help in tilling her land. Her Mus- 
sulman subjects refused to accept the least 
remuneration for their labor. They were 
proud to render service to their friend. 
They also aided her with useful advice in 
the cultivation of her lands, having gained 
their knowledge by experience. The French 
woman was not too proud to listen to them, 
and by adding her practical common sense 
to their experience rapidly arrived at excel- 
lent results. 


GIVE HER PRESENTS.

ANGLICISED NATIVES. 


This is so true, that the native himself has 
became anglicised. It is not always ad- 
vantageous to the government, for the thor- 


-eughly anglicised native is apt to be a greater 
admirer of Cromwell and of Bolivar than of 


Victoria and her Ministers. This renders 
the situation unenviable in India, as too 
‘much education is always fatal to the gov- 
ernment of a superior race. Military Gov- 
ernors thoroughly understand this, and there 
are some queer things that pass in India 
when one looks into the situation. Not one 
n is intrusted to the native troops. Mus- 
ts guflice for them. These are less effect- 
ive in case of a rebellion. All the artillery 
service is done by English soldiers and of- 
officers. To countérbalance this distihetion 
in the army, however, in the civil employ- 
ments 90 per cent of,the employés are na- 
‘tives, and they are even eligible for any of- 
fice in a province save that of Governor. 
Many are Judges in the highest courts, legis- 
lators, and councilors; but they are care- 
fully watched, should they become imbued 
with dangerous ideas, even when such ideas 
are the result of teo much enlightenment.

They Have Made Fortunes in Busi- 


ness, and Many Engage in Mission- } 


gary and Charitable Work — Mrs. 
Monk's Enterprise. | 


8S A rule English women have con- 
tented themselves with accompany- 
ing their husbands and sons to India 
and making a home for them—one of 
4 the best ways of colonizing. Women 
have also been prominent in missionary and 
charitable work, and numbers of them have 
embarked in tea and coffee planting and com- 
mercial enterprises. One of the largest in- 
dependent fortunes that has been made in 
ndia by a woman is that of Mrs. Monk, who 
oday owns and controls thirteen large hotels 
and boarding-houses in Calcutta, Darjeer- 
ling, and other resorts. 

This plucky woman commenced business 
with a modest letting of a room or two, 
with meals, to lodgers, and in a few years 
has built up an enormous business. When 


the railroads invaded the Himalaya Mount- 


ains Mrs. Monk followed and established a 
fine hotel among the snow-clad peaks at 
Darjeerling. Sheer pluck and perseverance, 
in a country where there was something to 


Fain, is the secret of Mrs. Monk’s success, 


for she had no other capital to start with. 
It is only the truth to add that no one con- 
fers a greater service in a new land than the 
hotel keeper, who provides good food and 
comfortable lodgings. Mrs. Monk has long 
since passed tha days of youth, but she is 
still active and at the helm that guides her 
affairs. She has plenty to do looking after 
her capital invested in Indian enterprises. 


OPPOSITION TO MISSIONS. 


In missionary work women have excelled 


in India and their labor, while for the most 


part unfruitful, is no less sincere. The 
position of the English government upon this 
subject is most curious. Its open attitude 
is most favorable towards missionary work 
among the natives, but the real private atti- 
tude is quite the contrary, if the sincere 
statements of Military Governors and offi- 
cers in India are to be believed, and there 
is no reason for doubting the word of the 
honorable men composing the Indian army 
‘corps. As a result the English government 
openly advises Indian civil and military au- 
thorities to further the efforts of feminine 
missionaries, and privately instructs them td

Here 
the girl lost, but missionaries supplied her 
with money to buy her freedom from her 
persistent husband.

‘ONARCHS who save money! To the 
average mortal, who associates un- 
Umited resources with the idea of 

‘royalty, the assertion that not a few 
ook this world's rulers are just as 
saving in their personal and household ex- 
penses as the average housekeeper—in some 
cases more so- will be surprising. Of course, 
in this respect the person of the King or 
Queen must be separated from the official 
character, whose “‘ representation "’ requires 
expensive splendor for reasons of state, for 
courtesy’s sake, or because custom so de- 
erées. The King is, officially, eminently a 
public character; his household affairs are 
as much his own affairs as those of the pri- 
vate citizen are to the latter. In fact, the

common mortal can enjoy much greater pri- 


vacy than royalty. 

Emperor William II. of ny affords 
a striking example of this distinction. The 
world at large undoubtedly is of the opinion 
that the German monarch, much given to 
spectacular display and expensive journeys, 
and a great lover of art in all its branches, 
spends fortunés in the maintenance of his 
private establishment. The reverse fn the 
case. William, II., as a private individual— 
if this epithet can be used of a monarch— 
is of quite a saving disposition, and in his 
household every branch is regulated by fig- 
ures. Each department has so much to 
spend annuaHy and no more. The appro- 
priation for each of the departments is cal- 
culated to a nicety,; not beggarly, of course, 
but quite within bounds of reason, In fact, 
many members of the titled or moneyed 
aristocracy are bhish-Hyers“ compared 
with the head of the house of Hohenzollern.

Princess of Wales Thrifty. 


The Princess of Wales does not fill the 
void caused by the saving propensities of 
the Queen. The future Queen of the British 
empire knows no finery, no luxury, no rep- 
reentation. She appears almost inyariably 
in tailor-made gowns. At home she sits 
down with her private secretary and figures 
closely on receipts and disburements—of 
course, simply for pastime, as the courtiers 
assert. She looks quite rigidly.to detailed 
accounting, for in point of cash the Princess 
has an account separate from that of her 
husband, Albert Edward of Wales, who used 
to be a high flyer. Used to be is quite 
correct, for the Prince of Wales is no longer 
the rounder he formerly was. He is not 
as close as his royal spouse, but he has 
become much more careful in personal ex- 
penditures. 

The only expensive penchant of the Prin- 
cess of Wales is lace. That is, she likes to 
buy and own rare laces, but she wears 
them rarely. When she does appear at 
court her costumes, however, are dreams 
in Valenciennes and Mechlins. Not long 
ago the Princess ‘sent a trusty messenger 
to Amsterdam to purchase a rare handker- 
chief, said to be the oldest and most unique 
pattern of Mechlin lace, from an impover- 
ished Flemish family, and she paid $15,000 
for the piece. Truly, a Queen's lace hand- 
kerchief.””

The Morrill Alone on the Lake. 


The only revenue cutter on the lake at the 
present time is the Morrill, which is sta- 
tioned at Milwaukee during the winter, but 
in the summer time is at the St. Mary’s 
Canal. Its commanding officer, Captain A. 
B. Davis, has the entire supervision of navi- 
gation on the canal, which takes up all his 
time, and though the Morrill is supposed to 
take care of the Treasury department inter- 
ests at Chicago it is seldom here on account 
of more important work at the Soo. 

Taking into consideration the fact that 
Chicago enters and clears more than one- 
half as many vessels in one year as New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, Baltimore, New 
Orleans, and San Francisco combined, and 
that the city has advanced from one of the 
most ohscure inland ports in the world to the 
first position in the matter of tonnage and 
total vessels, the importance of having a 
revenue cutter at this port is apparent.

ican troops in Manila is disintegrated, and 
its remnants are now being vigorously pur- 
sued in the several sections of the Island 
of Luzon; American troops hold Hoilo, 
Negros, Cebu, and points in Mindanao, and 
are peacefully occupying ports in the Sulu 
Archipelago, and confidence is expressed by 
officials of the administration that the na- 
tives will soon grow tired of the guerrilla 
warfare’ which they will now find it neces- 
sary to maintain. 

Naturally the suppression of the insurrec- 
tion ig costing many lives and much treas- 
ure. It is estimated that more than 1,100 
soldiers have thus far been killed in action 
or died of Wounds and disease in the Philip- 
pines, and many have been wounded, of 
whom a large number will draw pensions 
for their injuries for the remainder of their 
lives. The cost of the transportation of 
troops to Manila and of the military opera- 
tions against the insurgents is mounting up 
inte the millions, but administration officials 
soe in these expenditures a satisfactory out- 
let for the great surplus which the war taxes 
are putting into the Treasury. 


Small Force at First. 

When the insurrection was precipitated 
by the killing of a Filipino by an American 
neral Otis had an effective force 
of 14,000 cers and men, 3,000 of whom con-

In the extreme southern provinces a brigade 
under the command of, Brigadier General 
Kobbe has been stationed, which is under 
orders to preserve the peace at the hemp 
ports and prevent the entrance therein of 
arms and ammunition for the insurgents. 

Rear Admiral Watson, commander-in- 
chief of the Asiatic station, has been vigor- 
ously codperating with Major General Otis 
to prevent the entrance of munitions of war 

andl other supplies to the insurgent forces. 
It is not believed that the insurgents are 
receiving any large quantities of supplies at 
this time, but the authorities have known for 
some time that firms in Hongkong have been 
sending expeditions to the islands, and no 
doubt is expressed that most of these ship- 
ments have reached their destination. 
—Notwithstanding the apparent inability of 
the insurgents to remain in their trenches 
and face the American troops, they are able 
by some means to raise money, as shown by 
the style in which the Filipino Junta lives in 
Hongkong. This junta is still being sharply 
watched by American agents in Hongkong, 
und such information concerning filibuster- 
ing expeditions as is obtained is at once 
communicated to Admiral Watson, who 
takes appropriate action. 

A civil government has been established by 
General Otis in the Island of Negros, but the 
peace of that island is frequently disturbed 
by the incursion of what he terms “ robber 
bands“, who are undoubtedly insurgents, 
probably under the leadership of Aguinaldo’s 
lieutenants. General Hughes, in the Island 
of Panay. is also operating against insur- 
gents, and disturbances exist at other points. 


Sultan’s Domain at Peace, 


Thanks to the arrangement made by Gen- 
eral Bates with the Sultan of the Sulu 
Archipelago, the islands under the control | 
of that potentate are notin rebellion against 
the United States. Mindanao furnishes a 
fruitful field for trouble, though apparent- 
ly there is little, if any, trouble there now. 
Appreciating the tact displayed by General 
Bates in dealing with the Sultan of the 
Sulus, General Otis has placed him in com- 
mand of a military division, comprising 
Mindanao and the Sulu Archipelago, and he 
has been given specific instructions to deal
